The  revival  went  on  to  win  two  Tony  awards  for  best 
Featured  Actor,  Roger  Bart,  and  Best  Featured  Actress,  Kristen  Chenowith  (most 
recendy  credited  for  her  work  in  Wicked).  It  also  received  three  Drama  Desk 
Awards,  one  of  which  was  for  Best  Revival. 

‘You're  A  Good  Man,  Charlie  Brown”  marks  the  LTC's  27th  production  since 
its  humble  beginnings  in  1998.  When  we  complied  this  season,  we  were  looking  to 
find  a  well  balanced  and  eclectic  group  of  shows  that  both  offset  and 
complemented  each  other.  “...Charlie  Brown” offers  something  light  and  endearing 
to  our  season.  After  the  dark  humor  of  Little  Shop  and  the  reality  of  Working, 
“ ...Charlie  Brown”  is  youthful,  innocent,  sweet,  and  fun.  Its  natural  simplicity  is 
irresistible.

When  I  learned  that  the  LTC  was  producing  "You're  A  Good  Man,  Charlie 
Brown"  as  their  third  show  of  the  season,  I  was  thrilled.  Having  seen  the  show  in 
high  school,  and  loving  every  moment  of  it,  I  was  even  more  thrilled  when  I 
became  director.
